LONDON, Mareh 5.—'This morning,’’ said the official report 
from British headquarters in France, issued tonight, ‘“‘the enemy 
attacked the position east of Bouchevesnes gained by us yesterday, 
but was repulsed with losses, leaving some prisoners in our hands. 

‘Kast of Gommecourt we have improved and strengthened the 
positions gained by us yesterday. This morning we carried out two 
successful raids to the southeast and northeast of atrae, respec- 
tively, Many casualties were inflicted on the enemy; 42 prisoners 
and one machine gun were captured, We also entered trenches to 
the southeast of Ginchy and took prisoners. In every case our easu- 
alties were light.

The bombs, the experts declare, also 
were of @ new type and apparently 
of great power. They were about 
seven inches long, an inch and a half 
in diameter, and filled with an explo- 
sive which was taken out by the po- 
lice to be analyzed before they ex- 
press an opinion as to its nature, 
About the steel body of the bomb was 
wound a thin copper tubing, perfor- 
ated at intervals. The fuses were 
contained in this tube, the evident 
purpose being to proteet them, the 


convolutions being designed to per- 
mit a considerable length of fuse be- 
ing used that time would be given 
for anyone planting the bombs to 
reach a safe distance before they ex- 
ploded 

The workmanship of the bombs, the 
police said, indicated ingenuity and 
skill They were wrapped up in a

tic, and unless denied from Otta- 
wa will be taken as such, and pro- 
duce corresponding results. Bear- 
ing in mind the exodus of young 
men that followed threats of com- 
pulsory service some months ago, 
it is for the present an inserut- 
able mystery why an announce- 
ment of the kind should have been 
authorized, Lacking explanation, 
the only conceiveble purpose — to 
be served is to afford the young 
inen still in the country every op- 
portunity to get out, in accord 
with the advice given them by 
Hon. Mr. Blondin, Postmaster- 
General. If that is not the pur- 
pose in view there may be ex- 
pected from Ottawa a prompt and 
authoritative statement, either 
confirming or denying the report; 
and if confirming it, equally 
prompt action to prevent another 
stampede across the border. Only 
by such means cau there be pre- 
vented a further diminution of 
the country’s man power several 
times in excess of the fifty thous 
and men it is suggested are to be 
put into training,
